yield oil and stay unspoiled? 
meeting to consider

(This is the last of a three-part series 
exploring the Exxon oil and gas plant 
issue on next Tuesday’s ballot.) 
Santa Barbara Channel oil — is it a 
question of the energy shortage versus 
the environment or can we have both 
enough energy and an unspoiled place to 
live? 
Next Tuesday, county voters will 
either welcome or turn back a proposal 
to construct an oil and gas processing 
facility a mile and a quarter inland from 
the county’s Golden Coast. This question 
is the centerpiece of the debate. 
A band of environmental and planning 
groups opposing the plan say it would 
amount to the opening gun for further 
“ oil industrialization” of the county’s 
key tourist and vacation area. The 
project, they say, comes in the midst of 
a “ policy vacuum” of national energy 
direction. A vote against it, they hold, 
w ill be a call for a more balanced energy 
planning and safer energy development. 
Pointing to advances in oil drilling and 
its 
federal 
regulation, 
project 
supporters 
say 
it 
would 
be 
an 
environmental acceptable way to help 
meet the nation’s energy drought. A 
fed eral 
environm ental 
im pact 
statement on the project generally sides 
with this view. Local backers deny that 
anything broader than Exxon’s onshore 
plant is at issue. 
“ If we grant them the right to build a 
processing plant onshore, how do we 
then go to ARCO and tell them no?” 
asks Joe Caves, campaign coordinator 
for the Stop Exxon Here Committee. 
The next 
installments, 
say antioil 
spokesmen, would be sim ilar facility 
site bids from ARCO and Burma Oil Co. 
After granting the Exxon request, they 
say, the county might be in a shaky legal 
position to turn down the others 
Such a proliferation of oil facilities, 
opposition groups fed, would take the 
flush off the rural bloom of the county’s 
prized beach and recreation area. It 
would also, they fear, bring this county 
closer into line with more polluted 
tourist and retirement areas and cut 
into 
revenue 
from 
these 
sources. 
Project backers inject that the fuel 
shortage is also a palpable cause of the 
tourism decline. 
If the South Coast is indeed the 
county’s Golden Coast, as the travel 
brochures say, then some of this gold is 
black gold. Oil is no stranger there. And 
Exxon 
an sw ers 
the 
‘ ‘o il 
industrialization” argument in part with 
another word: “ unitization.” Exxon w ill 
operate the Santa Ynez Unit for itself 
and two other oil firms. In contrast to 
the development of the 84,000 acres of 
state oil leases, which required around 
13 onshore oil facilities, Exxon intends 
to develop the 83,000 Santa Ynez lease 
with only the one onshore plant.

But, they add, we still need the 
channel’s oil now. According to Exxon 
public relations manager D .I. Bolding,

California doctors have called their 
first emergency meeting in 30 years to 
consider widening their protest against 
spiraling malpractice insurance rates. 
The 
state's 
general 
practitioners 
threatened to join the doctors’ strike 
The California Medical Association’s 
action announced Thursday highlighted 
mounting concern and legislative action 
across the nation over what amounted to 
a medical insurance crisis. 
The 26,000-member CMA called the 
first emergency session of its House of 
Delegates in 30 years for May 31, 
threatening to expand the already 
spreading stoppage of medical care in 
California. 
Even before that action a group of 


general 
practitioners 
in 
Southern 
California began plans to close theur 
offices June 1. If they do, patients might 
wind up in the emergency rooms of 
hospitals already hobbled by walkouts of 
anesthesiologists and other specialists. 
Doctors in California and other states 
are protesting they cannot afford to 
practice if they have to pay insurance 
premiums which have been raised as 
much as 400 per cent and in some cases 
are not even available. Action to meet 
the situation centered in state capitols 
and legislatures Thursday. Among their 
actions: 
—The Iowa House gave unanimous 
approval Thursday night to emergency 
malpractice legislation in the face of 
threats by doctors that they would leave 


the state unless granted relief. The Iowa 
measure would enlist all state insurance 
companies into underwriting medical 
liability coverage 
-New York Gov. Hugh L. Carey 
signed a bill requiring 200 insurance 
companies to join an underwriting pool 
for doctors. 
—The Illinois Senate voted to set a 
$500,000 lim it on medical malpractice 
suits. 
At least one state legislator warned 
the emergency laws being pushed 
through the state houses would not 
necessarily mean lower doctor bills for 
the patients. 
“ Don’t hold your breath waiting for 
prices to drop as a result of this 
legislation,” 111 State Sen Wooten said.

DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania (U PI > - 
Search parties reported no progress 
today in the hunt for three American 
students and a Dutch woman kidnaped 
four days ago by guerrillas from a game

Tanzanian sources said they might be 
in the hands of Marxist guerrillas 
operating in Zaire, formerly the Belgian

police had arrested a suspect in the 
kidnaping.

and Communist Pathet Lao troops who 
had held them under virtual arrest at a 
housing compound just outside the city. 
A U.S. spokesman said he feared the 
situation was out of the government’s 
control. 
Two flights by a chartered Royal Air 
Lao Caravelle jetliner arrived at the 
capital of Bangkok in neighboring Thai­ 
land following a day of negotiations 
involving U.S. officials, student leaders, 
the Communist Pathet Lao and dissident 
loyalist troops. 
Eighteen mothers and 61 children 
were allowed to leave the Kilometer 6 
residential compound outside Vientiane 
late in the afternoon to board the first 
flight and a second group of about 80 was 
waiting at Vientiane airport when the 
plane returned. 
U.S. officials said they expected two 
more evacuation flights today. 


Attempts to move the evacuees to 
Vientiane airport were blocked earlier 
in the day when armed Pathet Lao and 
Loyalist troops of the so-called Joint 
Protective Force that has thrown a 
guard on the compound insisted on 
entering with the trucks that were to 
remove them. 
American officials refused on grounds 
it was a breach of the compound’s 
diplomatic 
immunity.

Sargius and Caves feel a rejection of 
next Tuesday’s Proposition A would fit 
in with Los Angeles Mayor Thomas 
Bradley’s move to form a coalition of 
coastal areas to push in Washington for 
a slower, more thorough energy policy. 
Piecemeal voter rejection of proposals 
such as Exxon’s bid for an onshore plant 
are the only means voters have of 
making this desire known, said Caves.

picketing of county offices and hospitals 
in support of a strike. 
The order was obtained by the county 
government yesterday and was being 
served on pickets of the AFL-CIO 
Service Employes International Union 
(S E IU ) by county marshals. 
In issuing the order, Superior Court 
Judge Floyd Dodson said it was illegal 
to picket or walk off a job until a formal 
strike has been called. 


County 
Adm inistrative 
officer 
Raymond D. Johnson announced late 
this morning that union pickets who 
defied a court order forbidding picketing 
would not be subject to arrest. A dozen 
or more pickets showed up in front of 
the 
county 
building 
this 
morning, 
defying the court order. Picketing also 
continued this morning in Lompoc 
County authorities take the view that a 
county wide public employe strike that 
may be called by county employe groups 
on June 2 is illegal. 


The pickets were subject to arrest if 
they continued picketing, pending a 
hearing next Thursday in Superior Court 
for the union to show cause why the 
order should not be permanent. Sixty- 
eight picketing county employes were 
served late yesterday prohibiting them 
from continuing their planned two-day 
walkout and pidketing. 


SEIU officials claimed about 750 of 
their 1,000 or more members walked out 
Thursday morning after voting the night 


before Jo conduct a two-day walkout 
protesting the county’s wage offer of 
two per cent. The union is asking five 
per cent plus $100 a month additional for 
its members. They are also seeking 
mandatory bilingual positions. 
County officials said most county 
departments were functioning well, 
despite the walkout, while admitting 
welfare department operations were 
“ hard hit.” Welfare applicants were 
being turned away and patients at Santa 
Barbara General Hospital were being 
served cold sandwiches because kitchen 
employes joined the walkout, which also 
involved welfare and probation workers, 
clerks 
and

Union spokesman Armando Nieto said

A

Nieto said 
the county firefighters union and the 
Sheriff’s Officers’ Association have said 
they would join in a strike if the 
deadlock continued. 
The rival County Employes Assn. 
issued a statement saying its members 
were crossing picket lines yesterday 
because

negotiating with management for its 
own contract. It has more than 1,100 
members.

raises all room rates

Directors 
of 
Lompoc 
Hospital 
District, last night, approved their 1975- 
76 fiscal budget that calls for a hold-the- 
line tax rate of 20 cents and an increase 
of $10 a day in all room charges 
The vote was 4-1, with director Carol 
Johnson abstaining. Mrs. Johnson told 
her fellow directors she could not 
approve the budget, “ with so little time 
to study it.” Copies of the budget were 
handed the directors at the meeting 
The budget projects the costs of 
operating the acute care facility on 
Hickory Avenue at $2.613 million and an 
estimated $474,150 for operating the 
district’s 
new 
convalescent 
and 
residential 
care 
center 
at Walnut 
Avenue and Third Street. Last year’s 
budget was for $2.443 million. 
Ken Wicks, hospital administrator, 
blamed the increased dollar value of the 


budget on increases in wages and 
salaries and on a rise in general 
expenses 
The action raises the cost of a room in 
the intensive care unit from the present 
$125 a day to $135; private acute care 
room from $73 to $83; semi-private 
acute from $68 to $78; ward acute from 
$67 to $77; newborn nursery from $22 to 
$32 a day; pediatrics from $68 to $78; 
and nursery boarder from $27 to $37 a 
day. Rates for the convalescent facility 
services w ill remain the same as they 
have been with the exception of that for 
semi-private longterm care which w ill 
be raised from $20 to $25 a day. 
In other action last night the directors 
agreed to write a letter to the state 
legislature supporting an appeal for 
legislative relief in the malpractice 
insurance crisis.

possibility of another m ajor oil 
spill remains to some degree 
Union Oil Co.’s Platform A 
blew out in 1969 from a new 
well that had 238 feet of casing, 
the report said Casing is pipe 
lining fit into the drilled hole to 
contain gas and oil pressure. 
Under new federal regulation, 
the minimum length of casing 
to be used in Santa Ynez unit 
wells will be from 2,250 to 3,500 
feet, the study said. 
Geologically, the Santa Ynez 
Unit differs from the state 
lease Dos Cuadras field of the 
1969 blowout. The Union well 
encountered a shallow oil and 
gas layer 238 feet underground 
that 
becam e 
charged 
by 
pressure from a lower layer, 
rupturing

floor. 
Oil gushed from the 
ruptures. In test wells at the 
Hondo field, the first Santa 
Ynez field to be drilled, oil was 
not encountered above 5,000 
feet.

Sheriff Richard L. Germond 
said the two bodies were found 
in plastic trash bags buried in a 
shallow grave in the yard of the

today, authorities said. 


Also found were two plastic 
bags containing womens’ clo­ 
thing, a library card issued to a 
missing Toledo, Ohio, girl, and 
an empty shellbox, authorities 
said 


The search began when a 
woman who identified herself 
as the ex-wife of Gary A. 
Taylor, 39, once known as the 
Phantom Sniper of Royal Oak, 
Mich., called police in Houston, 
Tex 


Taylor had been arrested in 
Houston three days ago on 
warrants charging him with 
five sexual assaults during the 
past three months. He was held 
without bond 


Germond 
said 
authorities 
were checking the possibility 
the Michigan bodies were those 
of four missing persons from 
Ann 
Arbor, 
Mich, 
Toledo, 
Ohio; and a suburb of Seattle, 
Wash. 


The bodies were sent to the 
state police crime laboratory 
at Lansing for an autopsy. Ger­ 
mond said one of them was tied 
with a piece of rope and the 
other was hound with electrical 
cord. 


The 
woman 
who 
called 
Houston police said Taylor 
buried the bodies of three 
women and one man last 
summer in the yard of their 
Michigan home, where they 
had lived for three months. 


Taylor had a string of sex 
assault charges in Michigan 
and once told authorities he had 
a “compulsion to hurt women." 
He spent at least 13 years in 
state institutions and was listed 
as a fugitive from the State 
Forensic Center in Ypsilanti, 
Mich., in December, 1973 


Taylor 
was 
tagged 
the 
phantom sniper after he was 
arrested in 1957 for shooting at 
12 women and girls. He was 
ruled 
innocent 
because 
of 
insanity and sent back to a 
state institution. 


He also was questioned m the 
Seattle suburb of Bunan last 
December about the disappear­ 
ance of Mrs. Vonnie Stuth, 19 
Police said Taylor lived across 
the street from Mrs. Stuth, who 
was last seen Nov. 27, 1974. He 
promised to take a lie detector 
test but then fled town, police 
said.

Portugal's left-wing rule 
may oust Socialist party 


LISBON (U PI) — Portugal’s 
left-wing military rulers react­ 
ed 
sharply 
today 
to 
the 
Socialists’ 
anti-Communist 
campaign and politicians said 
the 
ruling 
Armed 
Forces 
Movement may outlaw the 
Socialist party. 
Tens of thousands of Social­ 
ists 
marched 
through 
the 
streets of Lisbon Thursday 
night 
shouting; 
“ Socialism, 
yes! Dictatorship, no," throw­ 
ing down the gauntlet in a 
confrontation 
with 
the 
country’s military rulers. 
“ Whose side is the military 
on?" marchers shouted during 
giant Socialist demonstrations 
in Lisbon and Porto, the two 
largest cities in Portugal 
Socialist leader Mario Soares 
threatened to pull out of the 
coalition cabinet unless the 
left-wing military government 
curbs 
growing 
Communist 
influence in Portugal. 


‘“We don’t want a Communist 
dictatorship,” 
Soares 
said 
“ The people won’t accept it and 
we don’t want it." 
The 
m ilita r y ’s 
key 
revolutionary council said it 
“ Will not accept any party or 
p a rtie s 
that 
consid er 
themselves

intermediaries in the political,

between the Armed Forces 
Movement and the people." 
The 28-man council, dominat­ 
ed by military radicals, has the 
power to ban political parties. 
The government statement 
did not specifically mention the 
Socialists, but politicians said 
that party was its obvious 
target. They said they inter­ 
preted the statement as a 
veiled threat to outlaw the 
Socialists -the country's larg­ 
est party. 
Political sources said the 
Revolutionary Council has been 


discussing the possibility of 
outlawing all political parties 
for the past two days, but no 
decision has yet been reached 
The Communist party issued

The unemployment benefit 
money had been asked for by a 
number of states, which said 
their jobless funds are rapidly 
running out because of the 
recession. It was part of a $15 
billion appropriation bill that 
got sidetracked Thursday in a 
House-Senate dispute on wheth­ 
er to include $700 million to 
improve railroad track beds. 
The 
Senate 
wanted 
the 
railroad provision. The House 
didn’t. The Senate, by a vote of 
45 to 16 Thursday, refused to 
approve the bill without it and 
sent the measure back to the 
House By then, half the House 
had left on vacation, and 
adjournment was forced for 
lack of a quorum 
The delayed appropriation 
also includes those $50 bonuses 
being paid to Social Security 
recipients, 
but this was a 
bookkeeping matter, and there 
was no indication the bonuses 
themselves were being held up. 
When Congress returns, it 
may find that Ford has lost 
patience and raised the tariff 
on imported oil to $2 a barrel. A 
majority of the Senate and 
House have been fighting that 
prospect all year 
Ford imposed a $1 levy Feb. 1

Several 
assemblymen 
warned 
that 
restoring 
the 
golden-domed building would 
only take care of the short­ 
term needs and not those of 100 
years from now 
" I think it is an investment in 
symbolism and history, ” said 
Assemblyman Michael Wor- 
num, D-Mill Valley, in support 
of the measure. 
But Assemblyman Lawrence 
Kapiloff, a Democrat from San 
Diego, said, “The reason we 
can’t get into the 20th century 
and deal with 20th century 
problems is because we are too 
tradition bound.” 
Legislators have been in­ 
volved for years in a controver­ 
sial debate whether to move 
from the old Capitol into a new 
legislative building. The old 
west wing of the building, 
which 
contains Senate and 
Assembly chambers, has been 
declared unsafe in case of an 
earthquake. 
Ralph said remodeling the 
Capitol would be the "least 
expensive" plan. He added that 
lawmakers should decide next 
week where they will hold their 
floor sessions when the restora­ 
tion work is being done. Ralph 
said construction should begin 
in September. 
"We will be restoring the 
building to a useful purpose and 
not just a museum,” said 
Ralph.

Senate today appeared to be 
headed for a showdown with 
the Assembly after rejecting a 
$950 million bUl to put the state 
in the housing finance business 
On a 21-10 vote, six short of 
approval, the Senate Thursday 
refused to pass the measure

Chacon, D-San Diego Chacon 
later arranged to have the vote

absentee supporters on hand. 
The action represented a 
tactical move by the Senate to 
exert its will over that of the 
Assembly. 
A similar bill to provide 
financing for low and middle 
income housing is pending on 
the Assembly floor and is 
authored 
by 
Sen. 
George 
Zenovich, D-Fresno. The major 
difference is the Zenovich plan 
contains 
a 
controversial 
"moral obligation" provision 
to support an initial issue of up 
to $300 million in state housing 
bonds. 
In case payment on the bonds 
defaulted, the state would have 
“ moral" 
but 
not 
legal

women’s movement are over. 
Now, the vanguard of the 
National 
Organization 
for 
Women calls the emphasis of 
the women’s rights movement 
for the past ten years -day 
care, abortion, equal rights — 
“ middle class.” 
“ We want to get away from 
the National Organization for 
Women’s ‘professional woman 
image,” ’ 
said 
president 
Danette Mulrine of a dissident 
NOW 
chapter 
formed 
17 
months ago to focus its efforts 
on 
the 
“ multi-oppressed 
woman —the lesbian, older 
woman, handicapped, the black 
and Chicano woman ” 
“The movement has concen­ 
trated in the past ten years on 
CR, consciousness raising,” 
she said. “ We have people 
calling the office who say ‘I’m 
not a womens’ libber but why 


«.an’t my daughter take shop 
“ Now we’re down to the nuts 
and bolts,” she said. “ We want 
to be a chapter that would 
publicly say anyone of any 
sexual orientation is welcome’ 
and will not have to hide it.” 
Formation of the Golden 
Gate NOW chapter broke a 
longstanding national policy of 
allowing only one NOW chapter 
in a limited geographical area 
More than half the new group’s 
members are lesbians, about 10 
per cent black. 


Vhile "the issue of lesbians 
t in San Francisco is not as 
painful as in other parts of the 
country,” she said, “ we feel it 
is not being dealt with or 
acknowledged.”

(U P I)- 
They’re just a bunch of kids 
having fun. But when they don 
their silly costumes, splash on 
some greasepaint and turn 
themselves loose on the com­ 
munity-presto! instant hap­ 
piness. 
Every Saturday, about 25 
Methodist teen-agers dressed 
in full clown attire invade local 
hospitals, nursing homes and 
halfway houses. 
They call 
themselves “The Holy Fools,” 
and their mission is to make 
people happy. 
)ur philosophy is there isi 
much trouble in people's lives 
today that if we can bring a 


smile—even for a minute—it’s 
a valid thing,” said Joey the 
Clown, leader of the Fools. 
Most of the time, Joey is the 
Rev. William J. Peckham, 41, 
youth minister at Springfield’s 
First United Methodist Church 
But on Saturdays, Peckham 
paints on a sad clown face, 
slips into a colorful costume 
and leads the young people, 
ages 11 to 14, to the day's 
target. 
“ We don’t perform,” Peck­ 
ham said 
“ And we don’t 
preach or pamphleteer. We just 
fan out and go from room to 
room to visit and bring some 
joy to people who don’t have

“ We sent in a 13-year-old 
girl, and inside of five minutes 
the old lady was laughing and 
giggling and talking about her 
family,” Peckham said “ She 
snapped right out of it. I'm not 
saying 
we r e 
m iracle 
therapists or anything like that, 
but it works.” 
The kids are given no formal 
training when they join the 
group, Peckham said. “ I just 
tell them they must always be 
kind; focus on others; and do 
nothing 
to 
hum iliate 
themselves or anyone else,” he 
said. 


Mulrine said. 
One of the chapter’s task 
forces "explores the gamut of 
feminine sexuality,” she said. 
“ We are attempting to get 
the 
same 
acceptance 
for 
lesbianism 
—like 
the 
gay 
movement has for male homo­ 
sexuality. We are trying to get 
away from the emphasis on 
‘bizarre’ that goes with homo­ 
sexuality,” she added 
The rebel NOW chapter also 
is trying to come up with 
private funding for a “ reentry” 
center for women in prisons, 
envisioned as a selfsupporting 
halfway house operating a 
feminist restaurant and maybe 
a shoe store. 
“ The re-entry center won’t 
send 
prisoners out 
to 
be 
secretaries but may let them 
paint a house, work in a child 
care center, take a job at 
night,” said a former inmate 
member of Golden Gate NOW. 
“ It will let them do their thing 
as long as they don’t get into 
trouble.” 
“One of the reasons women 
are in jail today is because of 
the system —almost all of them 
are poor, third world people,” 
she said. “ They don’t have the 
tools of society under the 
system the dudes have set up. 
They don’t have the money to 
keep out of the joint . ’' 
As part of the group’s efforts 
to attract minority women 
members, paying members can 
voluntarily contribute to a fund 
which 
sponsors 
the 
membership 
of 
welfare 
mothers or other women who 
can’t afford NOW’s fl5 dues. 
In addition to the issues of 
minority women, the chapter 
went off on its own 
“to 
experiment with new forms of 
group decision making.” 
The group stresses diversity 
of leadership among its mem­ 
bers and does not want to 
invest in a strong national 
organization which may grow 
into a permanent power struc­ 
ture like big business or big 
labor.

Exxon — 
with reservation 


As a result of last year s “fuel shortage' 
and the 
subsequent record profits enjoyed by the oil companies 
generally, our position toward 
them 
is admittedly 
somewhat defensive . . . if not downright paranoid. And it 
is because it is so for us, we view the proposed Exxon 
separation plant in Corral Canyon through other than rose- 
colored glasses. 
We cannot argue with the need for the United States to 
become self-sufficient in energy, and specifically oil. We 
cannot, as a nation, continue to exist under the yoke of a 
threatened Middle Eastern oil embargo which could, at 
the whim of several oil-rich kings and sheiks, spell 
economic disaster for this country. We understand these 
arguments for speedy development of our own oil 
resources, and concede their relative value. 
But neither can we plunge ahead with just any plan for 
that 
development 
without 
proper 
regard 
for 
the 
consequences to our natural habitat. 
Santa Barbara County happens to be unfortunate 
enough, or fortunate enough, depending on one s point of 
view, to lie ashore of great quantities of under-sea oil 
deposits. We are also fortunate enough to enjoy some of 
the most beautiful and unmarred beaches, as well as fairly 
clean air, in the state. And too many times during this 
Exxon campaign we have heard the latter of these 
conditions take a back seat to the former. . . oil. Too many 
times we have heard the environment of the South Coast 
rationalized away in favor of oil and natural gas, and tax 
savings, and increased numbers of jobs. 
Certainly we recognize the value of those arguments. 
Who wouldn't in this time of economic crunch throughout 
the land? And because of those arguments, and because we 
feel the restrictions placed on this plant by the county are 
sufficiently comprehensive to protect the environment, we 
support the Exxon facility. With reservations. 
While we feel the restrictions under which Exxon will 
build and operate their Las Flores Canyon plant to be 
adequate, their adequacy will be valid only if they are 
followed It is conceivable to us that the county could 
become less than adamant in its regulation of the 
complex; and we share the view of the opponents of the 
project that our county counsel would stand little chance 
against Exxon if a court battle were deemed necessary at 
some point down the line. 
Again, 
these are our 
reservations 
about 
the 
project, 
and 
not 
our 
prognostications. 
If Exxon performs to the intent as well as to the letter of 
the ordinance upon which we will vote Tuesday, we can see 
no reason to deny them that opportunity. We recognize 
that “i f ’ for what it is, however, which accounts for our 
greatest reservation.

Vet benefits 


President Ford has recently declared 
the termination of the Vietnam war and 
has petitioned Congress to term inate 
wartime benefits for veterans effective 
July 1. 1975 The proclamation direcUy 
affects burial benefits, except in certain 
cases, and all pension benefits. The 
action by Congress with the proposed 
July 1 termination date would affect 
education benefits for men and women 
entering the military subsequent to July 
1. Thus far. not too much interest has 
been shown as the people to be affected 
are now in high school and it is unlikely 
that the present benefits will be affected 
for those who already have entitlement. 
But this action does prompt some 
comment from Jim Collins, veterans 
coordinator at Allan Hancock College.

the protests from — Thailand. It showed

(since 
recalled, 
as a mark of 
Bangkok's 
displeasure), then of the Secretary of 
Foreign Affairs of Thailand, going on 
about violated sovereignty. 1 do not 
know why it is that no reporter had the 
wit to ask either of these gentlemen 
whether they believe in the Freedom of 
the Seas, and if so, whether they believe 
that the Siamese Navy is going to 
guarantee that freedom. 
You will remember 
that 
the 
American 
slight 
against 
Thai 
sovereignty isn’t the 
lavish bases we have 
occupied there for two 
decades, for which we 
pay substantial sums 
in rent. It is not the 
mutual 
assistance 
treaty, or our joint 
p a r t i c i p a t i o n 
in 
SEATO. It was the 
landing in our own 
military 
base 
in 
T h a i l a n d 
of 
a 
d e t a c h m e n t 
o f 
marines 
whose 
ob­ 
jective was the rescue 
mission in Cambodia. 
We learn that the two or three thousand 
students who surrounded our embassy in 
Bangkok 
spent themselves 
in anti- 
American rhetoric, and finally burnt an 
American 
marine 
in 
effigy 
One 
wonders whether it might not have been 
more appropriate to burn the SEATO 
treaty in effigy? 
We need, at this point however, to 
swallow our pride, as Henry Kissinger 
has admirably done, permitting himself 
only to remark publicly that he would 
have hoped there would have been more 
"sympathy” 
in 
Thailand 
for 
the 
American 
position. 
It 
is 
pride- 
swallowing time because what we have 
seen in Thailand is the kind of anti- 
Americanism that issues from disgust, 
combined with fear. Disgust with our 
unconsummated mission in Southeast 
Asia; fear of offending the victors, who 
are the neighbors of Thailand. 
It is, of course, the sound of the 
domino. 
A 
fortnight 
before 
the 
Mayaguez episode, Thailand’s Foreign 
Minister said: "The United States does 
not have any morals at this point. They 
have already pulled out from Cambodia 
and South Vietnam, so we are going to 
have to depend on ourselves.” How 


strange that CBS news could not have 
given us this perspective on the Thai 
complaints they portrayed so vividly on 
Friday night? 
An undisclosed Thai Foreign Ministry 
source said, about the same time, “If we 
cling to the United States we’ll lose 
whatever bargaining power we have in 
the region 8 and we’ve already lost most 
of it.” 
But of course the chill is felt not only 
in Thailand. In South Korea, President 
Park said — again, a fortnight ago — "I 
believe the danger of the North Korean 
Communist clique playing with fire is 
greater this year than ever before.” 
An official from the Foreign Ministry 
of Tokyo was quoted: "Japan, too, must 
rectify her position of having relied 
excessively on the United States.” 


In Singapore, Prime Minister Lee 
Kuan Yew said: 
“Rather than go 
through the mincing machine, it makes 
more 
sense 
to 
seek 
political 
and 
diplomatic 
solutions. 
“That’s 
sign- 
language for: accommodation with the 
Communists. 
In the Philippines, President Marcos 
said : “Closer links with the Communist 
states are the only way to ensure our 
security and survival.” That is the 
frankest statement of the year, and 
President Marcos should receive the 
prize for diplomatic candor. 
And, to suggest the long shadows of 
the domino, from the other side of the 
world, 
Kurt 
Biedenkopf, 
Secretary 
General of West Germany’s Christian 
Democratic Union: "If Berlin were 
attacked tomorrow I am not absolutely 


certain that the United States would 
intervene.” 
So that the Mayaguez venture was of 
great 
symbolic 
meaning. 
The 
exquisitely eristic objections of such as 
Mr. Anthony Lewis are otherworldly. He 
claims that we have in effect authorized 
instant bombing of any country seizing a 
commercial vessel no matter what were 
the 
surrounding 
ambiguities. 
The 
answer to that silliness is that we dr not, 
for sound circumstantial reasons, treat 
Cambodia the way we would, say, 
Switzerland. Cambodia is being run by 
savages whose respect for international 
law is about as solemn as Adolf Hitler’s. 
Rescuing the Mayaguez will not undo 
the loss of South Vietnam. A failure to 
have 
rescued 
it would 
have been 
calamitous.

I have been reading, with great 
interest, letters written to you over the 
past two weeks concerning the current 
controversy 
on 
teacher 
salaries. 
I 
appreciate the desire of the teachers to 
obtain an increase in their income; 
however, I am completely “turned off” 
by 
many 
of their arguments 
and 
methods. 
For example, consider the following 
points made by the teachers 
(re: 
Letters, Lompoc Record, May 19): 
1. Recent raises have not matched 
cost of living increases, 
2. Teachers need “more” education, 
3. No overtime pay, 
4. Additional work or education during 
the summer (by some teachers >, and. 
5. Some teachers have “topped out” in 
salary due to longevity. 
To these points, I submit the following 
responses: 
1. Few, if any, groups of professionals 
have received increases commensurate 
with cost of living (on a raw percentage 
basis) — if everyone did, what would 
happen to the cost of living? 
2. Teachers certainly don’t have an 
exclusive requirement for education — 
very few professional people stop their 
education at the bachelor’s degree level 
(indeed, teachers are nearly the only 
professionals 
who obtain 
a 
salary 
increase based solely on advanced 
degrees, 
rather 
than 
performance 
demonstration!) 
3. How can a teacher complain about 
working a five-hour day and then not 
being 
paid 
for 
"overtim e?” 
A 
“professional,’’ regardless of vocational 
-endeavor, 
knows 
that 
the 
job 
is 
determined by what is required, rather 
than 
the 
time 
involved; 
no 
true 
professional, regardless of profession, 
punches a clock. 
4. Here again, a reference to a 
"professional” — in order to stay with 
the "state of the art” or advances in any 
given field, any professional maintains 
society 
memberships, 
reads 
trade 
journals 
and 
attends 
seminars 
or 
academic classes; how nice for the 
teachers who can maintain professional 
currency during the summer months — 
most of the rest of us must attend night 
school or spend our free time reading or 
attending weekend seminars. 
5. Most salaried professionals work 
against 
pay 
ladders; 
like 
other 
professionals, those teachers who “max 
out” are usually those who are unwilling 
or unable to be advanced to a higher 
level 
of 
responsibility 
with 
an 
appropriate increase in salary potential. 
With respect to methodology, I believe 
that overt public demonstrations are 
below what is expected of professional 
people, which the teachers claim to be. 
However, 
the 
ultimate 
in 
sub­ 
professional 
methods 
is 
when 
our 
“ underprivileged” 
teachers 
spend 
valuable classroom time “crying” to the 
students about their plight. In my 
opinion, teachers’ salaries should be 
reduced unless they use student contact 
for teaching, rather than complaining.
